The 326th infantry regiment, 
more than 3,000 strong, will march 
into Atlanta today shortly before 
noon and will establish its camp 
in Piedmont park, where it will 
spend Friday night. The regiment 
will leave Camp Gordon at 7 o’clock 
this morning by the Briarcliff road, 
later to turn into Virginia avenue 
and thence to proceed to the park 
via Highland avenue. People of 
Atlanta and visitors in the city are 


invited to visit the park for tke 
presentation ceremony and to see 
the regiment set up and then 
break camp.

and his “fighting 326th” 
swing into the city, and the unusual 
interest that has been shown by the 
people of Atlanta in the presentation 
of the national and regimental colors 
to this organization which will take 
place this afternoon will be intensi- 
fied by the announcement that the reg- 
iment will establish camp and then 
break it for the sole benefit of civilian 
visitors ts Piedmont Park this after- 
noon. 

Never in the history of the city has a 
regiment of soldiers set up their camp 
and then struck their tents within view 
of thousands of spectators, and it is 
expected that an immense crowd will 
throng to Piedmont park to witness 
this exhibition of field efficiency on 
the part of the ‘“doughboys’” of the pop- 
ular regiment. The tents will be 
spread in lines of regular encampment 
in record time just after the regiment 
has reached the park on its march 
from Camp Gordon, and in just as quick 
order the men will strike their can- 
was field abodes, load them on the sup- 
piv wagons and leave a clean sweep 
of green where a few moments before 
stretched a long expanse of brown 
“pup” tents. 

Program for Afternoon. 


As a matter of course the tents will 
again be erected for the night, in or- 
der to comfortably house the soldiers 
during their stay in Piedmont park. 
In this way the program of the regi- 
ment will be to establish camp at 
noon, strike at 3:30 and esthblish it 
again late in the afternoon. 

The reason for the breaking of the 
camp after it is first established is that 
the ceremonies to be enagted at the 
park during the afternoon will require 
a large plot of open ground for the 
alignment of the regiment, the execu- 
tion of maneuvers and the accommo- 
dation of the crowds that will visit 
the park. 

The view in Piedmont park during 
the entire afternoon will be one that 
will live long in the memory of At- 
ianta. On the level stretch that marks 
the old race track will be 3,000 sol- 
diers hurrying and bustling through 
the details of setting up and breaking 
camp, passing in review and standing 
at stiff salute as the “Stars and Stripes” 
mount the big flagpole that overlooks 
that part of the park. 

Flanked on al._sides will be the 
thousands of visitors who will throng 
to the park and look over the regiment 
a work from the rising ground that 
borders the curve of the track. Event 
after event will happen throughout the 
day, and even after dark and Atlantans 
will be given the opportunity to. see 
phases of military work and sport that 
have never before been presented to the 
orivate citizens of the city.

When the 326th infantry first arrives 
in the park at noon it will immediately 
set up tents and will establish a model 
encampment.

More Than One-Half Has 
Gone in Loans to Allies 
and Will Be Repaid Even- 
tually. 


ONE-SIXTH OF BIG SUM 
RAISED BY TAXATION 


Figures, Though Big, Are 
Only About Two-Thirds of 
Estimates Made by Offi- 
cials Less Than Year Ago. 


Washington, April 4.—Nine billion 
dollars is the approximate cost to the 
United States of one year of war. 

More than one-half has gone in loans 
to allies and will be repaid eventually; 
over one-third has been spent for the 
army and military establishment: one- 
tenth for the navy, and one-fifteenth 


for shipbuilding. 
Just one-sixth of this big war cos 


has been raised by taxation and other} 
and the! further 


ordinary sources of revenue, 
balance has come from sale of Liberty 
Bonds and certificates of indebtedness. 

Enormous as these war expenditures 
may seem to a country whose govern- 


than Great Britain’s and are only about] 
two-thirds of estimates made by offi- 
cials less than a year ago. Slow prog- 
ress of the shipbuilding program and 
the retarding of the outpouring of war 
supplies are regarded by officials as 
the chief reasons why expenses did 
not equal estimates. 
Billion Per Month. 

Government expenses now are run- 
ning about a billion dollars a month, 
with somewhat less than half going 
to allies, who spend the greater part 
of their loans for war supplies in this 
country. 

Since the declaration of war, April 6, 
1917, the government’s actual expendi- 
tures have been more ihan §$9,800,000,- 


would have been spent for normal ac- 
tivities even if the United States had 
not entered the war. 

Ordinary expenditures, under which 
the treasury classifies all outlays for 
operation of governmental machinery 
and war enterprises, since the declara- 
tion of war have been approximately 
$5,084,000,000. Actual payments to al- 
lies amounted to about $4,743,000,000. 

Income from internal revenue, most 
of which is represented by war taxes, 
and from customs and miscellaneous 
sources, has run up to about $1,535,- 
000,000, and the two Liberty Loans 
have brought to the treasury a little 
less than $5,800,000,000. Small collec- 
tions from’ war savings and thrift 
stamps in the last four months amount 
to $140,000,000. 

Other Local Expenditures. 

There are a number of other minor 
receipts and expenditures, but they do 
not’ materially affect the condition of 
the public coffer. Outlays for redemp- 
tion of certificates of indebtedness, al- 
though appearing large on paper, ac- 
tually mean little to the government 
in the long run, since the certificates 
represent short time loans—public bor- 
rowings which are repaid within three 
months. 

About $3.200,000,000 of certificates of 
indebtedness are now outstanding and 


will be redeemed at various times with- 
in the next few months. his means 
that the treasury has received this 
amount to cover running expenses, but 
will have to repay it soon out of re- 
eceipts from taxes due in June and 
from the third Liberty Loan. 
Financial experts of the government 
calculate that the war has cost in dol- 
lars even more than the formal treas- 
ury figures show, on account of in- 
creased expenditures of many state and 
local governments under war condi- 
tions. They do not venture to esti- 
mate the aggregate of these expenses, 
however. mn the other hand, ihe war 
hag resulted innumerable economies, 
public, private and personal, enforced 
partly by rising costs and partly by 
organized economy movements.

This structure 
has five rooms at the present time 
and it is the intention of the schov} 
board to make changes and additions 
that will give it eleven rooms. 
can be done at much less expense than 
would be necessary if another lot were 
purchased and an entirely new build- 
ing erected. 

City Attorney Mayson had advised 
the special committee appoinied to in- 
vestigate the matter that the city could 
not pay a rental for the Woodberry 
private school in Ansley Park. 
of this building has been suggested 
at a previous meeting. With this prop- 
Osition out of the way, it only re- 
mained for the committee to decide 
whether the Eighth Ward school should 
be built on the lot offered by the fesi- 
dents’ of Ansley Park, er on the lot on 
Spring and Eighteenth streets, owned 
by the city. The board unanimously 
selected the latter, but each member of 
the committee said it was selected not 
because it was an ideal lot, but be- 
tause it was the best that could be 
done. 

A. J. Orme and George Eubanks, two

IN TERRIFIC DRIVE 
TEUTONS WIN SMALL 
LINE FROM FRENCH 


Paris, April 4.—German troops num- 
being well over a hundred thousand, 
delivered a terrific attack today against 
the French along a front of nearly 
nine miles from Grivesnes to north of 
the Amiens-Roye road. They were met 
with a storm of fire from the French 


guns, -and although the assaults were 
repeated time after time, they succeed- 
ed in gaining only a small section of 
ground. 

The French retained Grivesnes, but 
the Germans occupied the villages of 
Mailly, Raineval and Morisel. 

The announcement by the war office 
tonight of this new offensive also says 
that by a powerful counter attack the 
French made progress at this point. 

The text of the statement reads: 

“The battle was resumed this morn- 
ing with extreme violence in the re- 
gion north of Montdidier, and still con- 
tinues. On a front of about fifteen 
kilometers, from Grivesnes as far as 
north of the road between Amiens and 
Roye, the Germans attacked with 
enormous force, showing a firm de- 
termination to break through our front 
at any cost. Up to the present we 
have identified by prisoners eleven 
enemy divisions. 

“Our troops with intrepid courage 
resisted the. shock of the assailant 
masses, who were mowed down by our 
artillery fire. 

“Despite their efforts, ten times re- 
peated, the Germans succeeded at the 
cost of sanguinary sacrifices in gaining 
only a few hundred meters of terrain 
and occupying the villages of Mailly, 
Raineval and Morisel, the neighboring 
heights of which we held. 

“Grivesnes, which was attacked with 
particular violence, remained in the 
hands of our troops, who, after having 
broken down all the assaults, counter 
attacked with vigor and realized prog- 
ress at this point.

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‘““A Special Corset For 
Women War Workers’’ 


66 S American women by the thou- 
A Sands and even by the hundreds 

of thousands are becoming war 
workers to replace men in the various in- 
dustries, thereby releasing them for mili- 
tary duty, the new need of a special kind 
of corset for the members of this vast fem- 
inine industrial army was anticipated. It 
has just been announced that such a cor- 
set, as a war emergency device, has been 
designed which is said to be hygienically 
moulded and to give perfect support to 
spines that are none too strong, and to 
supply a brace to muscles that are unac- 
customed to the physical strains they’are 
required to withstand. This newly de- 
signed pair of stays, it is claimed, is es- 


sentially the corset for the women work- 


ers who are entering the more active em- 
ployments where physical strength and 
undeveloped muscles will be put to stren- 
uous tests. It is claimed that it is the 
working woman essentially who most 
needs a corset. Women of wealth and 
fashion, who sekiom tax their muscles 
or their spines, get along very well with a 
simple girdle or some soft corset substi- 
tute; but the industrial worker, bred from 
generations of workers, probably requires 
the aid of science to help her in her 
struggle for maintenance for herself and 
children. 


When European women entered the 
new fields of industry opened to them by 
the withdrawal of men to the ranks of 
fighters, corsets were temporarily discard- 
ed, but the designer of this “war corset,” 
Daniel Kops, of New York City, who has 
had 30 years of experience in creating 
corsets for every type of figure, realized 
that there would be a greater demand 


than ever for those devices. He believes 
that women can enter almost any field of 
work hitherto occupied exclusively by 
men if they are properly corseted. 


Women street car conductors, workers 
in munition factories, elevator operators 
—in fact, any who have entered the new 
trades—will be able*to stand hour after 
hour, lift heavy articles and perform 
other arduous tasks if their bodies are 
properly supported, is Mr. Kops’ theory. 

And as proof~of this essential point in 
preparing women for the industrial fray 
Mr. Kops designed this working woman’s 
corset model. It ts long but flexible, it 
hooks in front and laces at the sides, and 
over the spine is a specially woven fabric 
which gives ne pressure, the designer 
BAYS. 


The front and upper portions of the 
corset terminate in a V-shaped piece, sup- 
plying strong bands to hold up the ab- 
dominal muscles. By an odd contrivance 
of laces and apertures these bands may be 
adjusted from the outside of the front 
sections by pulling the laces outward. 
One pull tightens the laced bandage 
slightly, and a series of pulls will bring it 
in so as to be quite snug. 


Stmuttaneousty this reefing of the 
front section pulls in the back at the 
waist line to give additional support to 
this supposedly weak feature of the femi- 
nine figure. While the front section ends 
in a point just below the waist, the sides 
are extended over this so that the corset 
has the aprearence of betngtone of the 
reguiation extra long models.”

GEORGIA “HAMSTRINGERS.” 


The United States senate is giving the 
country another sorry exemplification of 
what has appropriately been termed “ham- 
stringing the executive,” in the fight that is 
being made against the Overman bill to co 
ordinate the federal governmental depart- 
ments and to thereby confer upon the presi- 
dent authority to reorganize government 
war agencies in such a-way as, in his judg- 
ment, would facilitate the prosecution of our 
war measures. 

The bill contemplates nothing but the 
broadening of the president’s authority in 
the administration of his office as com- 
mander-in-chief of the army and navy; but it 
is being bitterly fought by a little coterie 
of “antis,” most of whom have antagonized 
every measure that the president has urged 
since Ave first went to war. 

Senator Overman, of North Carolina, 
chairman of the judiciary*committee, is very 
ably and very patriotically leading the fight 
in its behalf in the senate; and he clearly 
and tersely suggested its purpose when, 
during the debate, he said: “The president 
has been criticised for not cutting red tape. 
Let’s give him the scissors’”—the act in 
question, of course, constituting “the scis- 
sors.” 

In the course of the running-fire debate 
Senator Overman deplored the policy of 
“hamstringing the executive,” and declared 
that certain amendments proposed by the 
opposition, specifically limiting acts. of co- 
ordination to certain government bureaus 
would be “an insult to the president and the 
public.” 

The whole snarling, back-biting, obstruc- 
tionary affair is bad enough, and humiliating 
to the courtry in general, but to Georgians 
the most melancholy feature in connection 
with it lies in the fact that both Georgia 
senators are lined up shoulder-to-shoulder in 
openly and flagrantly aggressive opposition 
to the administration, in this, as in past in- 
stances, working hand in glove with the 
“little group” of habitual administration 
blockers. 

But be it said to the credit of the demo- 
cratic majority, with very few exceptions, 
those senators who are fighting this worthy 
measure are republicans. . 

It is bad enough that even partisan pol- 
itics is permitted to intrude itself into the 
deliberations of congress at such a time as 
this, and especially in connection with 
strictly war legislation; but it is indeed de- 
plorable that the president must number 
among his most vituperative and persistent 
opponents in congress members of his own

The American public has enough unavoid- 
able and necessary inconvenience and ex- 
pense to bear, and enough sacrifices to 
make—as they are being and will continue 
to be made, willingly and graciously—in the 
fulfillment of its patriotic duty in this time 
of war and stress without having to suffer 
indeterminately the loss and disaffection 
that is caused by our inexcusably inadequate 
mail service.

‘**Atidntans are going to be given an oppor- 
tunity to view the two big exhibit trains, 


| filled with war relics from France, which 


leave this city on Saturday morning at 7:30 
o’clock ‘on a thirty-day trip over the Sixth 
Federal Reserve district in the interest of the 
Third Liberty Loan. 

In order that this city may have the 
chance to see these, the most interesting ex- 
hibits ever brought to this country, arrange- 
ments have been made whereby the two 
trains will be open to the public from 2:30 
to 6:30 o’clock this afternoon at the old union 
depot. The Georgia Military Academy band 
will play during the afternoon and complete 
arrangements have been made for everyone 
who comes to view the relics in entire com- 
fort. 

W. R. Cc. Smith, chairman of the exhibit 
trains committee, and his workers have toiled 
indefatigably in order to have the trains 
ready ahead of their time for departure in 
order that this showing could be given. They 
have arranged the different relics, shot- 
battered guns, shrapnel-scarred aeroplanes, 
bullet-riddled camions, steel-ribbed shells 
and, supreme item of interest, the remains 
of the engine that fell 10,000 feet from the 
clouds, when Pegoud, famous French ace, 
met his fate at the hands of a swarm of Hun 
‘airmen. ‘ 

Great Parade Saturday. 

The great parade on Saturday, which will 
inaugurate the Third Liberty Loan campaign 
for ‘Atlanta, will start promptly at 1 o’clock 
from the junction of Peachtree and East 
North avenue. The line of march will be 
along Peachtree and Whitehall to Mitchell, 
where the various units will separate, part 
turning to the left down Mitchell and part 
continuing along Whitehall or to the right 
along Mitchell.

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BRIDEGROOM’S HEALTH CERTIFICATE. 
Public sentiment is coming to indorse 


the belief that “a young man of upright 
character ought to obtain and offer his health 
certificate vobuntarily as a preliminary to 
his engagement. As a preliminary to the 
engagement, mind; not as a preliminary to 
the wedding. Has a young man the right to 
contract to wed when he is physically unfit 
to marry? Has a father the right to consent 
to a daughter’s engagement before he has 
satisfied himself of the young man’s fitness 
to marry? 


From time immemorial fathers have en- 
deavored to make sure of the financial, social 
and moral standing of prospective sons-in- 
law. They have done their best with the lit- 
tle light they have had. If the young man 
has seemed obviously ill, if he has been a 
victim of some clearly contagious disease, 
the average father has wisely opposed the 
marriage, and in this he has always had the 
approval of the community. But, alas, there 
are two contagious diseases which are dead- 
ly in their effects and which are all too eas- 
ily concealed from the knowledge of the 
public, and these diseases have been over- 
looked until too late to save the innocent 
bride from lifelong invalidism and unhappi- 
ness. 


If syphilis and gonbtbrrhea were so easily 
curable as many imagine there would scarce- 
ly be need of a bridegroom’s health certifi- 
cate. If these diseases were respecters of 
persons & young man’s social standing alone, 
his moral reputation alone would suffice. 
But the plain truth is that a certain propor- 
tion of young men of all classes of society 
wilfully or ignorantly marry while still in- 
fected with one of these diseases, and thus ~ 
the divorce mills and the surgical wards for 
women can never cease work. Bxperienced 
Physicians have stated that the majority of 
the mutilating operations done on wives are 
made necessary by gonorrheal infection from 
the husband. 


A health certificate is far more essential 
to a happy marriage than is the bridegroom’s 
financial, social or moral reputation. In- 
deed, these latter matters are but trifles as 
compared with the supreme question of 
health. 


But who is competent to issue such a 
health certificate to a man? Not every 
doctor. We shall try to explain this impom 
tant point in another talk.
